Conversation turned almost immediately to Algiers md he gave me the information which is 
outlined in seperate report already submitted to CL- -U' and wiicb resulted Bonn 8372 
dissemination. I will fellow the possible further exploitation of his Algerian contact 
and also on the results of his man uitscbke's work in Algiers f ollwoing his return from 
there. The meeting then covered the follwing itmes which I had on my agendas 

A) the SG reports, he will have them for me at the next meeting. This will get them 
to us on a quarterly basis, the period from 17 December 96b to date will be covered. 

?<) I brought up the Wiechman case and if he had anymore on it. His answer was a flat 
no, he had not been to Berlin, had had no further contacts with his Berlin Friends anc 
had nothing more to offer, I asked whether he thought the CDU would sit still for the 
unilateral action of the SFD in getting Wiechinman out ad their own man in. He haa.no 
comment on this except that he felt that the SPD had things their own way in Berlin s nd 
little could be done about it. He continues to beliaVe that a FNU FRILUt.will be wiechnann's 
successor. 

C) Due to Mltschk'.es continued presence in Algiers, the Sudan report is still not 
ready. 

D) I had asked for an Organization chart on the SKA, there is no new one, but he 
did give me the lates Ministry of interior chart as of 1 OCT 196b. we already hawe this 
in BONN OPS Rase.
